PRICE OF BREAD 


A new drive to bring down bread 
prices is being considered by the city as 
a result of the announcement that the 
retail price of a 11% ounce loaf has 
dropped to 5 cents in St. Louis. 
“That is at the rate of 7.68 certs 
for a 16 ounce loaf, the size required 
by ordinance in Chicago,’ said Robert 
S. Iles, counsel for the council com- 
mittee on living costs. “ The wholesale 
price in Chijgago is 10 cents and the 
retail price of an 11% ounce loaf has 
complaints being received that as high 
as 15 cents is being charged in some 
stores.” 

Ald. Max Adamowski, chairman of 
the committee on living costs, directed 
Attorney Lles to ascertain tne grade 
of flour used in the St. Louis 5 cent 
loaves and labor costs prevalent there. 
“The bakers paid $12 a barrel for 
flour last fall and they are getting it 
ngw for from $7.50 to $8.50, according 
to their own statements,” Ald. Adam- 
owski said. “ They have made one re- 
duction of a cent on pound loaves dur- 
ing the decline.” 

Paul Schulze of the Schulze Baking 
company declared that no further de- 
cline in wholesale bread prices may be 
expected until flour drops. off at least 
another dollar. 

“Labor must come down before 
bread prices can come down,” he said.

GERMANS DENIED 
BERGDOLL TO U.S. 


“(BY A STAPF CORRESPONDENT.! 

“Washington, D. C.. April 7.-—-[Spe 
cial.}—Admission was made today By 
Secretary of War Weekes that the gov- 
ernmest of Baden, in Germany, had 
refused a forma] request made by Gen. 
Allen, commander of American forces 
in Germany, for the return of Grover 
Cleveland Bergdoll, American draft 
dodger, who is a fugitive in Germany. 

Secretary Weeks disclosed this in- 
formation in a letter to Senator Capper 
of Kansas, who had written urging 
action on the plea of the Kansas 
branch of the American Legion that 
the United States demand Bergdoll’s 
surrender. 

“As concerns Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll.” wrote Secretary Weeks, “as 
soon as it was ascertained that he was 
in Germany, Gen. Allen requested the 
authorities of the Baden government, 
where he had sought refuge, to return 
this convict to United States custody. 
The government of Baden refused the 


request on the ground that Bergdoll 


was not in the class of military offend- 
ers whose extradition is provided for 
by the terms of the armistice. 

“ As the extradition of Bergdoll is a 
diplomatic question, and complicated 
by the fact that we are still in a state 
of war with Germany, the matter has 
recently been placed in the hands of 
the state department. The war depart- 
ment will, however, use every effort to 
have Bergdoll returned to the custody 
of the United States military authori-

FARMERS ADOPT 
GRAIN MARKET 
PLAN; VETO POOL 


One hundred and seven delegates, 
representing every grain growing dis- 
trict in the United States, voted unan!.- 
mously last night to accept the grain 
marketing plan recommended by their 
committee of seventeen. .Thie action 
came at the close of the national ratifi- 
cation conference at the Hotel La Salle 
after two days of heated discussion. 
The plan provides for the farmers mar- 
keting their own grain through the 
U. 8. Grain Growers, Inc. An amend- 
ment/ which provided for compulsory 
pooling of at least one-third of all the 
farmers’ grain was defeated by a vote 
of 61 to 34. Another amendment pro- 
viding for the compulsory pooling of 
wheat in states where wheat predomi- 
nates also was defeated. Voluntary 
pooling is to be permitted, 

A board of twenty-one directors will

be chosen to take charge of the farm- 
ers’ national sales agency, which will 
be owned and controlled by the farmers 
themselves.

MR. HUGHES CLEARS THE 
WAY TO PEACE. 


The note of Secretary of State Hughes to Great 
Britain, Japan, France, and Italy defining the posi- 
tion of the United States in relation to material 
features of the peace treaty is a state paper of 
great importance to America and the world. It 
provides that whatever the details of settlement 
eventually may be, there will remain no misunder- 
standings in so far as the United States is con- 
cerned. Wars grow from misunderstandings, and 
by clarifying our position Mr. Hughes has elim- 
inated what might have grown into a potential 
excuse for war. | 

His lucid and logical exposition of the rights 
and intentions of the United States brings us out 
of a maze of contention, speculation, and doubt 
in which we have been groping ever since ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty was blocked by President 


Wilson's refusal to accept safeguarding reserva- 


tions. It puts us in a position where we can 
again bring our influence unimpaired to bear for 
the adjustment of international relations which 
will be just to ourselves as well as to our associates. 

The Hughes note points out the present position 
of this country so logically, clearly, and concisely 


tbat opposition must appear false and unfair. In| 
effect it abrogates at least those sections of the 


treaty which deal with the division of German 


overseas possessions, and makes them in part sub- 


ject to the approval of the government of the 
United States. It points out that the signatories 
of Great Britain, France, Japan, and Italy are guar- 
antors that our position is properly taken. 


Thus the state department specifies and protects 
the equity in the advantages of victory which the 
United States purchased with some 77,000 American 
lives, twenty-five billions or so of dollars, and the 
service of nearly 6,000,000 Americans in uniform. 

The note makes it clear that the United States 
has no wish to use this right to coerce the victors 
or exploit the vanquished. It does not suggest that 
we will interfere in such internal European matters 
as the fixing of boundaries of Czecho-Slovakia, or 
the disposition of Figme, It merely states that it 


will not allow this opuntry to be thimblerigged or 


bluffed out of such rights as equal control with 
other nations of the cable station of Yap. In the 
language of the street, it will not be played for a 
sucker. — 

It is difficult to see how any of the nations ad- 
dressed can refuse to concede the points made in 
the mote. With their concessions made and ac- 
cepted, this government will be able to carry 
through the negotiations for peace with Germany 
and the ratification of a treaty swiftly and effect- 
ively. 

President Harding and Secretary Hughes have 
in one month of official life led us out of a fog 
which has impeded our progress for nearly two 
years, They have sustained the righteousness of 
our American position and earned the whole hearted 
support of true Americans in the great task of pre- 
paring a just and stable peace.

The business of a citizen 
is to be governed. The business of a bureau is to 
do the governing. If people who have had passport 
experience would compile their narratives it would

A Chicagoan cannot get his passport in Chicago, 
although in no other city except New York do so 
many applications originate. New York and San 
Francisco issue them, but the rest of the country 
waits for Washington.

N addition to the substance necessary 
for growth which is found so abun- 
dantly and which constitutes an im- 
portant reason for giving milk to 
young children there is another less 
well known growth substance. It is 
ealled water soluble B growth substance. 
There is a possibility that this growth 
substance is the chemical which serves 
to protect us against beriberi. When 
the amount eaten of this anti-beriberi 
growth substance, possibly the same as 
the water soluble B growth substance, 
is insufficient the subject develops a mis- 
cellaneous assortment of unexplainable 
rheumatisms, neuralgias, aches and 
pains, and if the shortage is extreme 
and prolonged, the serious, often fatal 
disease, beriberi, develops. 


Fortunately for us, this growth sub- 
stance ts present in practically all vege- 
tables. In fact, this is one of the rea- 
sons why men instinctively eat vege- 
tables. Figured on the basis of calories 
contained no man can justify himself 
In eating vegetables in these days of 
H. Cc. L. While vegetables contain 
an abundant supply of mineral most of 
us get all the mineral we need from 
other foods. Salt may be an exception, 
but to remedy that shortage a man 
could put a little more seasoning on his 
eggs or eat a little more ham or side 
meat. 

But we can justify ourselves in paying 
an extravagant price for vegetables, eat- 
ing them ourselves and feeding them to 
our children because of the amount of 
this growth substance they contain. 

Dr. J. C. Dunham conducted a series of 
experiments: to show which vegetables 
contain most of this substance and 
what was the effect of cooking. His 


conclusion was that yeast led the list.. 


The number of units of fat soluble B 
in each 15 grams of food was as follows.

CHARLES HAPSBURG’S LITTLE FLYER. | 
{Detroit Free Press.] 
Charles Hapsburg’s vain effort to stage a restoration 
im Hungary lacks the coloring of genuine humor. 


It was more like a burlesque episode in the tragedy 
of history. The only feeling the pretender succeeded 


in arousing was a feeling that he would not do, and 


this was participated in by the allies, by the mem- | 


bers of the little entente, by the Germans, and even 
by the Hungarian royalists, For a few days he 
managed to create in Europe what nobody else has 
been able to produce since the war, a practical 
unanimity of sentiment. 

However, each group in this temporary concord 
had its own private reason for its attitude. The 
Germans were largely resentful because the ex-Haps- 
burg tried to break away from the Teutonic con- 
federacy after he ascended the throne; to the little 
entente nations, the name “ Hapsburg ” is anathema. 
The decisive hostility the allies showed toward 
Charles’ effort to get back a part of his dominions 
was probably caused by the institution and tradi- 
tions he represents more than by what he is. 

For individually Charies Hapsburg is a relatively 
inoffensive member of his family. When he ascended. 
the throne in Vienna his country was already in the 
war and he seems to have allowed it to stay in, 
chiefly because he could not help himself. 

The most that can be said for Charles is that he 


dominately disgraceful and tyrannical. What is 
worse, he is a champion of the imperialistic idea, 
and his restoration would give the Hohensollern 
cause in Germany altogether too much encourage- 


ment.

Balks at $10,000 Fee. 


“W-h-e-w!"” panted the expressman
